1, Volunteer corps in India are raised under the Indian Volunteers’ Anthoiity mdei 
Act No, XX of 1869. Volunteers are subject to the provisions of that ^“ero^J**** 
Act ■wbicb. was amended by Act X of 1896, and Act V of 1909, and to 

any rule made in accordance with these Acts (see Appx. I). 

2, The volunteer force in India is compoB^d of — Composition 

(a) AcftVo corps (including cadet companies). 

Naval Volunteers. Mounted Ride Volunteers 

Light Horse Volunteers (cavalry), (mounted infantry). 

Artillery Volunteers. Rifle Volunteers. 

Engineer Volunteers. Cadet corps.

Proposals for tho 
abolition of existing corps must also be submitted for tho sanction of 
tho Government ,oE India, through the same channel. The addition of 
units of a similar kind, or of reserve units to an existing active corpsi will 
be sanctioned by the local Government after duo consideration of the 
requirements referred to above ; except in tbo case of tho addition of 
active units to Artillery, Engineer and Port Defence Volunteers, when 
the sanction of the G. of I, must bo applied for, with full information re- 
garding such requirements.

5, Members of a corps may be enrolled or honorary.

15. Ab officer of tlio rcgnlnv forces will not, unless special eifeum- 
siaiioes exist, bo nppointocl ncljutant of a volunteer corps or groub of 
corps ^^•non tbo total number of enrolled members, exclusive of super- 
immerariop, at tbo lime of liis appointment, is less than 240, The group- 
ing of coi’ps for th(? services of an adjutant must bo sanctioned by the 
local Government. Two adjutants are allowed for the East Indian, 'and 
JiJjidras rnilwa}' volunteers.

19. If cii'CTinistaiiCPs prevent an honorary officer from taking an 
active intoreRfc in the concerns of the corps he should be required to 
I’esign his Cummission. If any other volunteer officer is unavoidably 
prevented from taking an active part in the duties of the corps he* may 
be borne as a supernnmerai'y on tho establishment of his rank for two 
years and, at the termina’ion of this period, as a supernumerary on the 
establishment of his corps for a further peidod of thi’ee years, on the 
conclusion of which his name will be struck off the roll of the corps 
and he must resign lus commission. An officer must on finally leaving 
India resiprn his commission. An officer of cadets who belongs to an 
institution from which the latter are drawn, shall, on severing Ids con- 
nection with the institution, be placed on the supernumerary list.

Then insert in tlie loop nearest the gauze a piece of dry fianne- 
ABDue, and draw it through the barrel; the flannelette should never be pulled back 
when partly through as it will probably jam. Finally, an oiled piece of flannelette 
should bo drawn through and the bore left oily. Bifle oil should bo well shaken 
before use. 

It may be necessary to use three or four pieces of flannelette before the barrel is 
rag clean,’’ i.e* before tbe material remains unsoiled after use ; those which are but 
little soiled sbould bo saved for future use. No larger piece of flannelette than 4 
inches by 2 inches should ever be used, and tbe width may sometimes he reduced witli 
advantage. When the gauze on the pull-through ceases to fit the barrel tightly, 
narrow strips of flannelette or paper should be inserted under. each side to incronso its 
diameter. It saves time if two men assist one another, one holding the rifle, the other 
manipulating the pull through. Water should on no account ho used after firing with 
cordite ammunition. Although an arm in which rust has been allowed toform 'iuay 
be cleaned BO as to he rag clean,’, it may be so pitted that it would not bo view 
clean/’ i. e., in a state to be passed by an inspector. It is necessary, therefore, tnflfc 
the greatest care should be taken to prevent the, formation of rust, which can only bo 
done by strictly carrying out tbe foregoing instructions.
